' With nervous gemeanor, momenia- 
rily confused at times, and yet almost 
defiant under the severe cross-examina- 
tion of Henry E. Davis, counsel for 
Mrs. Sutton, the young officer sat fac- 
ing Sutton’s mothér and sister. 

His brother officers, Lieutenants 
Bevan and Osterman, flanked by 
Adams’ two lawyers, sat farther down 
the inquiry table. Major Henry Leon-} 
ard, United States Military college, the 
judge advocate, and the three members 
ef the board completed the “impressive 


sitting. 
Struggie Enacted by Witnesses. 

At one point in-bis testimony, Lieu- 
tenant Adams and an orderly enacted, 
in the court room, their struggle with 
Sutton. The witness’ chair was fre- 
moved, and théy both lay prone upon 
the floor. The witness was still under 
cross-examination when the _ inquiry 
adjourned until tomorrow morning.

Other in- 
surgents, nutably Senators Bristow and 
Cummins, who are not particularly in- 
terested in the question of free hides, 
iron, oil or coal, expressed the opinion 
that the president should bring his in- 
fluence to bear in a movement looking 
to reductions in the duties on wool and 
woolen goods, cotton goods and other 
articles which enter {nto wearing ap- 
parel. 

Senator Borah stated today that if 
the free raw material program was 
adopted some of the western senators 
would be afraid to go home and could 
not expect to continue representing 
their states in Washington.

Calais, July 19.—Herbert Latham, the 
French aviator, made a daring, but un- 
successful, attempt to cross the Eng- 
lish channel in his monoplane this 


morning. 
He got away splendidly, under per-

fect conditions, from the top of the 
Chalk cliff, at Sangatte, and had cov- 
ered over half the distance, at an av- 
erage height of 500 feet. when the mo- 
tor slowed down and ‘he was obliged 


to descend. 

The air space of the wings, however, 
kept the machine afloat, and th 
monoplane, lying like a wounded Dird, 
was stretched out on the water when 
the French torpedo boat destroyer Har- 
pon,’ which had kept abreast through- 
out the journey, came alongside, and 
picked up the aviator. Mr. Latham was 
not wet and still sat on the saddle, 
which is located above the wings and 
behind. the metor, calmiy smoking a 


cigarette. 

He immediately announced that he 
was not discouraged by the. failure, 
and woulg try again as soon as the 
machine was repaired. 

Watchers Anxious. 


The watchers on both shores had 
an anxious hour after the machine 
was lost to view behind a thin veil of 
fog on the French side, and apprehen- 
sion was not allayed until the sema- 
phere at Calais reported that the Har- 
pon was returning with M, Latham, 
uninjured, -aboard. On landing, the 
aeronaut was given a frantic reception. 

The failure of the motor is at- 
tributed to a bad carbureter on _ the 
monoplane, which, when four hundred 
feet in the air, began to descend. When 
the machine was 200 feet above the 
water, Latham shut off the power, and 
the machine glided qown gently, 
falighting on the waves with hardly a 


splash. 
In a brief interview, M. 


said: F 

“I cannot exactly say wha stopped 
the motor. [I tried to get the engine 
working again, but could not, and was 
obliged to fly gradually down to the 
sea. 
“The heavy motor immediately went 
under water, but the machine  itseif 
floated like a cork, and I lifted my 
feet onto a spar to keep them dry. 1) 
found my matches still dry, and so was 
able to light a cigarette. 

Channel Can Be Crossed. 


“I believe the machine would have 
floated for two hours in a calm sea, 
but the wings were soon broken to 
shreds. My experiefiCeEe has shown me 
that the English channel can be 
crossed. In football parlance, we scor- 
ed a try, but no goal. I believe that 
previous to the mishap, [ maintained 
an even flight four hundred feet above 
the water. It was unfortunate that 
the motor stopped, as everything else 
was favorable, and I was going Well 
at the time. Never mind, I will have 
another Antoinette monoplane from 
Charlons, with which another attempt 
will be made to cross the channel with- 
in a week or ten days.” 

M. Latham left Calais for Paris this 


afternoon. 

The machine used by M, Latham sug- 
gests a bird. It has two rigid wings 
a foot thick in the center and taper- 
ing into flexible fins, designed to give 


stability.

tect, from serious depreciation; out- 
standing United Statew bonds, is the 
igtricate problem which confronts con- 
gtese in “connection with the authori- 
zation of a new issue, and it is thought 
that its solution can only be effected 
through some equitable adjustment of 
the tax on circulation. According to 
present plans, the secretary of the 
treasury will be authorized to issue 
from time to time additional Panama 
canal bonds up to $290,569,020, bear- 
ing not to exceed 3 per cent interest. 

The government’s interest-bearing 
debt at thig time aggregates approxi- 
mately $913,000,000; of which nearly 
$731,000,000, is in 2per cent bonds. Of 
thie total the natianal banks of the 
country have on deposit in the treas- 
ury security for circulation about 
$630,000,000. Four-fifths of the entire 
national debt, therefore, ts in these 
two cldsses of 2 per cent bonds. 

Under existing laws, national bank 
notes, when secured by 2 per cent 
bonds, are subject to a tax of one-half 
of | per cent per annum, while circula- 
tion, based on bonds bearing a higher 
rate of interest, pays a tax of ! per 
cent. ~ 
It has been estimated that at the 
present market price of both 2 per 
cent consols and Panamas, there al- 
ready has been, on the whole amount 
Outstanding, depreciation from the 
price at which the government sold 
them to thé public of about $18,000,000 
and it is believed in some quarters 
that to issue any considerable portion 
of the threes, which it Is prepared to 
authorize, with circulatiog privileges 
not materially inferior to those ac- 
corded the twos, probably would-result 
in the further deprectation of the lat- 
ter, which might reach a point even 
below par, thus impairing the public 
credit. 

The question now before congress is 
how not to discredit the two and three 
per cent bonds now up for circulation, 
and at the same ,time make the pro- 
posed issue of 3 per cent attractive to 
investors. A numberof suggestions of 
possible solutions of the problem are 
known. .to be under consideration. One 
of them is to reduce the circulation 
tax on 2percent to something below 
the half per cent now collected under 
the existing law. Another proposi- 
tion is to decrease the rate on twos 
with or without increasing the rate on 
the threes, and still another is to in- 
crease the tax on threes, allowing the 
rate on twos to remain as at present, 

It is argued thatthe government 
could well afford to reduce the tax on 
circulation in view of the fact that the 
records. of the treasury department 
show that the banks have paid into 
the treasury in taxes since the begin- 
ning of the national banking systerh, 
about $/60,000,000 in excess of the cost 
of the operation of the currency bu- 
reau. Another proposition advanced 
is to withhold from bonds of the pro- 
posed issue all circulation privileges, 
and still another suggestion is that 
the law levying a tax on bond-secured 
circulation be wholly repealed. It Is 
not believed, however, that these two 
last sugestions will be taken into se- 
rious consideration.

Disposition of the hosiery schedule 
at a considerable advance in the cHeap- 
er grades from the duties under the 
Dingley law is in prospect. Existing 
rates were greatly increased bv the 
house and restored by the senate. The 
compromises propose to retain tne house 
rates on selvedged hose and hose val- 
ued at $l'or less pér dozen pairs. The 
house provision makes this duty 74 
cents per dozen pairs as against 40 
cents in the existing law. 

The Duty on Stockings. 

On stockings valued up to $1.50 per 
dozen pairs the new rate proposed is 
80 cents. The house rate was 85 cents 
and the senate and Dingley rates 60 
cents. On stockings valued above $1.50 
and not above $2, the compromise rate 
is 90 cents, while the houge rate was 
$1 and the present rate 70 cents. 

The following Dingley rates are to 
be retained according to the agree- 
ment: 

On stockings valued above $2 and not 
over $3, $1.20 a dozen pairs; vaiued 
above $3 and not over $5, $2 per dozen 
pairs, and on stockings valued over $5 
per dozen pairs, 45 per cent ad val- 
orem.

On 
the specific rates the additional duty

BY AMERICAN PEOPLE 


That Sum Thrown Away An- 
naully, Says Prof. Fisher, 
of New York. 


New York. July !9.—That the people 
of this country are annually throwing 
away a sum of money,that represents 
50 per cent more than it costs to op- 
erate the government—in cold figures 
$1,500,000,000—it is statistically shown 
in Professor Irving Fisher's new work 
issued by the government printing of- 
fice and entitled “A Report on Na- 
tiona] Vitality.” 

Professor Fisher is a member of 
the faculty of Yale university, and a 
national conservation commissioner 
appointed by Theodore Roosevelt. He 
is also a member of the committee of 


100 on national health. 

In the connection of national waste 
in lives, Professor Fisher shows that 
there are three million persons need- 
lessly and continually ill in the United 
States, and that this condition might 
well be prevented by strict attention 
to even the simplest hygienic. measures. 
He shows, also, that tuberculosis alone 
fs responsible for 600,000 persons an- 
nually jill, and that it ts entirely possi- 
ble that: this scourge be wiped out 
within tone generation. The typhoid 
alone costs the country $350,000,000, 
and this is a disease that can be 
wholly wiped out by attention to neg- 
lected details.

Reports Show Condition of 72 
and Under---The Lowest 
‘. Ever Known.

Memphis, Tenn., July 19.—J. A. Tay- 
lor, president of the National Ginners’ 
Association, this afternoon issued the 


following special report on the cotton 
crop: 

“Reports from about half our cor- 
réapondente under’ average date of 16th 
indicate a condition of 72 and under. 
This is the lowest condition ever 
known at this date. Some sections of 
Alabama, Missiesippi, Louisiana and 
Arkansas show heavy deterioration on 
account of severe drought and hot 
winds. Scattered rains have fallen 
since these reports, but-in most cases 
have come too late, as reports show 
that cotton has stopped growing in 
most sections and is shedding forms 
and small bolis. It is the. censensus 
of topinion that rain now will only 
make the plant shed morte rapidix. 
and tnere Is very little chance to make 
a crop from the new growth on ac- 
count of the weevil. Hé@avy rains in 
Georgia and the Carolinas have 
caused a smal! loss in condition ~b 
that’ section. Oklahoma shows con- 
siderable loss in about half the state t 
due to hot, dry weather; the other half 
abut! holds its own. Reports from 
the weevil district are that the dam- 
age being done now is very much less 
than in June, but with rains the dam.- 
age will inctease. Condition will like- 
lv show further loss between now and 
the 25th unless there are general 
rains of two to three days in Texas.” *

An important and interesting hear- 
ing was had yesterday afternoon be- 
fore the committee on 
Statistics of the house, upon the bills 
to provide for a labor bureau, a labor 
commissioner, and the collection of 
statistics bearing upon hours of em- 
‘ployment, and the observance of labor 
laws. 

Several prominent Georgia mil! men 
were present to protest against the 
passage.of Sthese measures, Attorney 
Jack J. Spalding, of Atlanta president 
of the Georgia Industrial Association, 
dissected the bills and pointed out their 
purpose and ultimate effect as viewed 
from the standpoint of the manufac- 
tuters of the state. Attorney C. T. 
Ladson spoke for organized labor in 
support of the measures. 

The particular bills under discus- 
sion were the measure introduced by 
Messrs. Alexander of DeKalb and An- 
derson of Chatham, known as house 
billg 102 and 108, the purpose of which 
are to amend the act to regulate the 
employment of children in factories, 
and to provide for a factory inspector. 

Let Us Have Peace. 

Mr. Spalding insisted that no mill 
in Georgia had made any money dur- 
ing the past two years out of the man- 
ufacture of cotton; that mill owners 
were hard pressed to keep the wheels 
moving, and to pay operatives: and that. 
millions of @ollars’ worth of fabrics 
had been piled up in Georgia mill ware. 
houses. 

“Let us have a little peace, a little 
time for recuperation,” he. pleaded, 
“before you pass other stringent laws 
raising the age limit of operatives and 
creating positions of factory inspec- 
tors.”’ 

Attacks Inspired from Nortk. 

“T firmly believe,’ he cantinued, “that 
the virulent, persistent attacks which 
have been made during the past two 
years on southern mills have been in- 
spired by the mil] interests of the 
north. Somebody hag been putting up 
the money for the distribution of 
articles attacking the south and south- 
ern mill conditions.”

Attorney C. T. Ladson made an elo- 
quent appeal in behalf of the mill 
workers of Georgia, :and said the 
measures were intended for their pro- 
tection against grasping mil owners.

Cooperation of the Rail- 


roads Is Necessary. 


Herbert Knox 
Smith Says Without Coopera- 
tion There Can Be No Eff- 
cient Use of the Inland Wa- 


‘ter Courses of the Country. | 


Washington, July 19.—Cooperation 
between railways and waterways seems 


absolutely necessary to insure a reaq 


sonable and efficient use of the inland 
water courses of this country. 

This conclusion is reached in the ree 
port of Herbert Knox Smith, commis- 
sioner of corporations, in part 2 of 
his discussion of the subject of trans- 
portation by water, which his bureau 
has been investigating for many 
months. The second part of the report 
was transmitted to President Taft to- 
day. it deals with traffic by water, 
and portions of it are particularly sug- 
gestive and significant. 

It is pointed out by Commissioner 
Smith that “it is a public evil that 
the entire transportation system of 
the United States should be, as now, at 
odds with itself through destructive 
competition, while the transportation 


needs of the public suffer. 

“Traffic in itself,” the report con- 
tinues, “is a necessity for the proper 
development of a waterway. State and 
federal work must be supplemented by 
private initiative, especially in termi- 
nals and equipment, and privite initia- 
tive will come in only when there is 
reasonable chance of enough traffic 
to make it profitable. One of the great 
questions, therefore, is the question 
of how to secure for the inland rivers 
and canals a reasonable share of the 
country’s traffic.” 

~ Balk Traffic by Water. 

In the body of the report, Com- 
missioner Smith points out the pre- 
dominance of bulk. traffic by water, 
and the reasons therefor. Then he 
outlines’ the practical results to be 
obtained from a thorough system of 
waterways. The entire transportation 
system of the country is divided into 
three great classes: 

1. Rail. 

2. Deep water, that is, coastwise and 
great lakes. 

3. Rivers and canals. 

An enormous increase has been 
shown in the rail traffic. There adso 
has been an increase in the coastwise 
traffic. On the other hand, the river 
and canal traffic shows a marked de- 
crease. Discussing this situation, Com- 
missioner Smith, in his report, says: 

“The great mass of the coast and 
great lakes traffic is bulk. The enor- 
mous development of the great lakes 
business ia largely due to the vast ore 
and grain trade moving eastward and 
the coal trade moving westward. 
About 45,000,000 tons of ore were trans- 
ported in 1907 eastward, and about 17,- 
000,000 tons of coal were moved west- 
ward in 1906. These great freights, 
being all bulk and of uniform charac- 
ter. received and delivered at a few 
eentral ports, have produced there a 
very highly organized system ef trans- 
portation and terminals, and -conse- 
quent low transportation cost. 

River and Canal System Losing. 


“The river and canal system, on the 
ather hands, has been losing steadily. 
The New York~canals and the, Missis- 
sippi river system illustrate this. Up 
to 1855 the traffic on the New York 
canals was more than twice that of 
the railroads crossing New York state. 
Tt is now less than 3.per cent of that 
total. The situation on the Mississippi 
is illuatrated in the traffic history of 
St. Louis. River shipments there in 
1890 were over 609,000 tons; in 1906, 
£9,000. Rail shipments, on the other 
hand, increased from 5,000,000 tons in 
1890 to 17,000,000 tons in 1906. 

“The coal traffic down stream from 
the vicinity of Pittsburg, over 56 per 
eent of the entire vessel traffic on the 
Mississippi system, is the one striking 
exception to the general decline on 
that system. Its success is due to the 
great deposits of, coal practically on 
the banks, and a corresponding demand 
for it along the river. But even this 
traffic is practically confined to the 
banks of the river, and goes neither 
inland nor along the gulf coast for 
any considerable distance. 

River Gets Little. 

“The situation of water transporta- 
tion in the Mississippi valley is signifi- 
cant and serious. It shows best both 
the limitations and the possibilities 
involved in the present waterway prob- 
lem. There is no lack of freight in 
that valley, and there has been at times 
extreme traffic congestion there and 
yet the river is getting only an in- 
significant and decreasing share of 
that traffic. It is true that physical 
conditions such as extreme changes 
in water level and enormous deposits 
of sediments affect transportation se- 
riously. But probably more serious is 
the competition of the parallel rail- 
r . The situation there justifies 
the general conclusion ’of the report 
that rail competition. is one of the most 
important factors imswater traffic.”

Notorious Figure During Re- 
construction Wants a 
Position.

New York, July 19.—From the’ an. 
nouncement that PP. B; §S. Pinchback 
is seeking an appointment as deputy 
United States marshal in Westchester 
county, residents of New Rochelle 
have learned they have as a neighbor 
a negro, who, for a dozen years during 
and following the civi} War, Was one 
of the most conspicuous men in the 
public life of the country. 

Pinchback. who is 72 years old, was 
elected president of the Louisiana sen- 
ate in 1871 am in 1872 was elected 
lieutenant governor. During impeach- 
ment proceedings against Warmouth 
he was acting governor. He came in- 
to national prominence when he was 
elected to the United States senate 
and the members of that body refused 
to seat him. Subsequently he was 
made collector of ghe port of New 
Orleans and in 1888 he retired. 

President Taft sent word to William 
L. Ward, republican leader of West- 
chester county, that he was going to 
make Pinchback a deputy marshal. 
Ward, who is a power tn national poli- 
tics, objected. Charles W. Anderson 
collector of internal revenue, of New 
York, and Booker T. Washitigton and 
other influential negroes have appeal- 
ed to the president to name Pinch.

Lieutenant Adams said they were in 
their dark blue mess jacket uniforms. 

“Ig there any way, in your opinion, 
a man could carry a service revolver 
while in the mess uniform without 
it being in evidence?’ asked Major 
Leonard. 

“No, sir, I think not,” Adams replied. 

The. witness said there were four 
‘shots fired before Sutton fired the final 
shot. Sutton had a service revolver in 
one hand and a smaller one in the 
other when he opened fire, the witness 
said, ‘The third shot was fired from 
the large caliber service revolver, 
Adams said. He knew that because he 
was on top of Sutton and saw the 
flash at his side. ‘ 

“I was under the impression that 
this shot with which Sutton killed 
himself was fired from the smaller re- 
volver,” the witness said. 

Says Sutton Made Threats. 

Lawyer Henry E. Davis, counsel for 
Mrs. Sutton, cross-examined the wit- 
ness. Mr. Davis wanted to know if 
the witness’ relations with Sutton were 
always agreeable, Lieutenant Adams 
said he had little to do with Sutton. 

On further cross-examination, Lieu- 
tenant Adamis testified that Sutton 
threatened to shoot him as they yere 
going toward camp, after Lieutenant 
Utiey had ordered them to postpone 
the fight and go to camp.

Overtures have been made to the officials of these coun- 
ties,,and it is probable that cooperative measures whereby direct roads 
through these various counties will soon be a thing of actual accomplishment. 

So thoroughly aroused are the citizens of Macon over the results obtained, 
that they are volunteering fiirther financial assistance to the commissionet. 
One wide-awake farmer has declared that his land has been so enhanced in 
value by the improved roadway traversing it, that he will voluntarily in- 
crease his tax returns $2 per acre. 

What Macon county has accomplished and is accomplishing and plan- 
ning, is possible’ to any other county in Georgia. 

Certain it is, that no sustained or practical results in road-building can 
be expected unless the respective counties, singly or jointly, employ compe- 
tent road-building engineers. . 

As Mr. Cole declares, road-building has now become a science, a regular 
profession. To prosecute it upon any other assumption, is to endanger divi- 
dends from the vast sums and the great labor now being expended upon 
the highways of the state. 


TO MINIMIZE JUSTICE COURT EVILS. 


In an effort to eliminate the abuses and possibilities of oppression that 
have grown out of.the administration of justice courts in Georgia, Represen- 
tative Walter McElreath of Fulton county, has introduced in the legislature 
a bill providing for a constitutional amendment changing the law under which 
these institutions now operate. 

Mr.*McElreath’s plan, as described elsewhere in detail, contemplates 
abolishing justice courts in cities of more than 50,000 inhabitants, and sub- 
stituting other tribunals with broader jurisdiction and procedure so construct- 
éd as to weed out the practices at present so objectionable. 

The ‘main point on which The Constitution would Gritictse Mr. McE1- 
reath’s bill, is that it affords relief only to cities exceeding 50,000 population. 
The evils of justice coufts are not confined to large cities. No remedy can 
be adequate unless it brings relief everywhere. 

As to the other features, we do not undertake to pass on the general ac- 
ceptability ot the McElreath measure. But in that it agitates an issue sadly 
in need of ventilation and amendment, it must be productive of progress. 

The flagrant inequalities possible under the administration of justice courts 
in Atlanta are of sufficient regular occurence to render superfluous an elab- 
oration. 

In these misnamed tribunals of justice, the man with friends or with 
influential connections, able to employ competent counsel and safeguard his 
own rights, May fare very well, aside from passing inconvenience or humiliation. 
As a miatter of fact, it is not this class upon which antiquated procedure of 
the justice courts falls hardest. 

The greatest sufferers from their operation are the poorer class of peo- 
ple, ignorant of their rights before*the law and unable to retain counsel 
competent to defend them. | 

+The oppression and hardships, the cruel injustices that have in cases 
of abuse been visited upon this well-nigh helpless contingent, are a reproach 
to the name of the law and civilization in which these petty tribunals hold 


their functions. 
This is, of course, no blanket indictment of the judges that administer jus-

HOUSES W8HILE YOU WAIT. 


Has the wizard, Edison, in his declining years, succeeded in levellirg 
a solar-plexus at the lumber octopus? Many observers of his recent experi- 
ments in “pouring” concrete houses believe he has not only accomplished 
this, but has, as well, sounded the keynote which will enable the renter in 
city or country to sign a declaration of independence against the landlord. 

If Mr. Edison’s claims are borne out in execution, the new system will 
supply a house of solid concrete, erected in two weeks and boasting six spa- 
cious rooms, at a cost of $1,200. 

Considering what it costs to construct a substantial dwelling of these 
dimensions under the present method, it is evident that, theoretically, at 
least, the sage of Menlo Park is on the threshold of adding yet another ob- 
ligation to the list which already makes him a heavy creditor of civilization. 

For eight years he has béen making and discarding models and molds. 
His main difficulty lay in securing a mixture of concrete in which the 
heavier ingredients would remaain in suspension until equally distributed 
throughout the molds. He now asserts that this phase has been- mastered, 
and such a reliaple authority as The Cement World corroborates the state-

BITTER WORDS 
HEARD IN HOUSE 


Legislation Is Halted by 
Personalities. 


Macon, Rucker’ and Mann in 
a Three-Cornered Duel of 
Words---So Bitter Became the 
Colloquy That Macon Offer- 
ed_to Resign. 


Washington, July 19.—Legislation 
| was halted in the house today while, 
"several of the members indulged in a 
series of personalities, which assumed 
Macon, of 
Arkansas, anrounced his willingness to 
resign from congress if the statements 
affecting him were proved. 

The controversy was a three-corner- 
ed affair, in which Mr. Macon; Mr. 
Rucker, of Colorado, and Mr. Mann, of 
Tilinois, were engaged. Mr. Rucker 
had the floor, and after stating that 
he. had voted for the appropriation of 
$25,000 to pay the traveling expenses 
of the president, he adlressed himself 
to Mr. Macon, in what was supposed to 
be a sarcastic manner. 

He then entered upon the discussion 
of a provision granting money for the 
board of children guardians, and thus 
fell into a colloquy with Mr. Mann, 
during which the latter — said this 
money was used in most part in send- 
ing “office-seekers home.” 

Believing this to be a thrust at him, 
Mr. Rucker remarkeg that Mr. Mann 
could heve Golorado’s share of the ap- 
propriation to transport those who had 
come to Washington from [llinois. 

Mr. Mann accepted this as a personal 
retort, but Mr. Rucker protested that 
he did npt intend it so. Mr. Mann de- 
clared that he had sent back more 
stranded people to Colarado than Chi- 
cago. 

Macon in a Temper. 

This tilt over, Mr. Macon, who had 
become offended at a comparison in 
which Mr, Rucker had indulged, took 
the a, The Colorado member had 
said that the Arkansas man reminded 
him of a six-foot fellow who had ap- 
plied at a Colorado ranch for food and 
raiment, and had got both, but after 
remaining there for thirty days, it was 
found could only say “Whoa.” 

“The gentleman from Colorado,” he 
began, “has attempted to relieve some 
of the gas on his stomach by telling 
an olq yarn here that he applies to 
myself.” ) ‘ 

The republicans, amused, goaded Mr, 
Macon to proceed. The Arkansas mem- 
ber declared that the gas on his stom- 
ach never had been so disagreeable 
that he had felt called upon to reflect 
upon the action of anv member in or- 
der to exploit the fact that he had cast 
a vote in a certain way, after the 
newspapers had ignored him. 

“You will observe,” he said angrily, 
“that these cynical people when they 
are ignored by the newspaper report- 
ers come to the floor of the house and 
call attention to what they have done.” 

Mr. Macon insisteq that he never had 
objected to anything unless he did soe 
intelligently. A representative who did 
otherwise, he said, was unfit to hold/ 
a seat in congress. 

With Biting Sarcasm. 

With biting sarcasm, Mr. Rucker 
said that Mr. Mann was wrong in his 
conclusions, while Mr. Macon was right. 
Mr. .Macon, he said, had proclaimed 
himself from day to day asshe watch- 
dog of the treasury. “But,” he added, 
“he has cost, in my judgment, more 
money by the delays he has occasion- 
ed by his objecting moods than all the 
other members.” 

Continuing, Mr. Rucker «aid: 

“I don't Know how the gentleman 
recognized himself when I gave the 
description of a man who appeared 
upon my ranch and asked for food and 
raiment. If a correct measurement was 
made, according to the gentleman's 
Own measure, of his standing, he 
would be about 6 feet 5.” 

The republicans shouted with laugh- 
ter, which was turned into applause 
when Mr. Macon arose. 

He dig not, he said, propose to bandy 
words with Mr. Rucker, “for I do not 
consider that he is worthy.”

AGA INST NEW TAX ‘BILL 


Representatives of practically every 
insurance company doing business in 
Georgia appeared before the ways and 
means committee of the house| of rep- 
resentatives yesterday afternoon to 
protest against the proposed change in 
the tax laws of the state, as they 
affect insurance companies, and the 
proposed retaliatory tax on ‘foreign 
companies doing business in Georgia. . 

As drawn, the general tax act pro- 
poses to charge foreign companies op-| 
erating in this state, a tax equal to 
that charged Georgia companies doing 
business in foreign states, All com- 
panies, foreign and state,’ will pay .a 
tax of 1 per cent on income from pre- 
miums, It was the intention of the 
author of the bill that a company from 
Pennsylvania, for instance, which 
charges a tax of 2 per cent, should be 
required to pay 2 per cent In Georgia. 

But the agents of insurance com- 
panies organized under the laws. of 
other states, stated to the committee 
that they were already paying in state 
and municipal taxes an amount equal to 
3 or 3% per cent of their premiums; 
that the propdsed law would still fur- 
ther increase this tax, and make an 
amount much greater than they were 
required to pay in other states. 

The measure was opposed as being 
unjust, contrary te the spirit of the 
state constitution; and presenting 
many difficulties in enforcement, since 
the laws of every other state must be 
known and understood before the prop- 
er tax could be applied. 

Speaking for the life companies, 
Hugh M. Willett, of the Penn Mutual 
Insurance Company, admitteg there wag 
need for a thorough revision of the 
Georgia laws. taxing insurance com-

show that premiums paid in Georgia 
last year to Mfe insurance companies 
amourited' to $8,168,084, The income 
tax which the state received from this 
business amounted to $61,820, and oc- 
cupation tax and fees to an additional 
$44,000 making the ‘total taxes paid 
direct to the state amount to $125,444, 
or ti-2 per  eent.

AULES OF HOUSE 
UNDER DEBATE 


New Near Beer Tax Bill. 
Routine in Both 
Houses. 


~~ 


The house concerned itself yester- 
day mainly with the revision of the 
rules under whigh it is to conduct its 
deliberations during this session and 
the one of next summer. The report 
of the rules committee was finally 
adopted, containing several amend- 
ments which it is expected will ex- 
pedite the transaction of business, par- 
ticularly during thé congested days 
at the end of the session. 

In order to silence any question as 
to the legality of diverting the pro- 
ceeds from the manufacture ard sale 
of near beer from the convict fund to 


the general fund, Mr. Reid, of Camp- 
bell, Monday morning reintroduced the 
near beer tax law as passed at the extra 
session held last summer. a 

Immediately after the house con- 
vened, Mr. Sheppard, of Sumter, moved 
to reconsider the vote by which the 
house passed the resolution requesting 
the governor to call a convent:cn to’? 
discuss the revision of the tax laws, 
The house overwhelmingly voted, to re- 
consider its former action, 

Mr. Sheppard introduced a resolution 
providing for the appointment ‘of a| 
joint committee of the two houses to 
take up this matter. The committee is 
to be composed of five members of the 
house and three members of the sen- 
ate. They are to carefully investigate 
existing laws and to frame a bill to 
equalize the burden of taxation and 
to simplify and harmonize the tax sys- 
tem of the state. 

On motion of Mr. Hall, of Bibb. the 
bill to divide the Brunswick judicial 
circuit into two circuits was recommit- 
ted to the general judiciary committee 
to be perfected. 

Discussion of the Rules. 

The report of the committce on rules 
suggesting numerous changes in the 
rules of the house called forth a pro- 
tracted discussion. Mr. Anderson, of 
Chatham, vice chairman of the com- 
mittee on rules, explained the change 
suggested by the committee. 

The new rule which caused more dis- 
cussion than any other was one to give 
extraordinary powers to the rules com- 
mittee during the last seven days of 
the session. 

It provides for expediting business 
during the final week by providing 
that the committee on rules shall “ar- 
range and fix a calendar for each day’s 
session, and such calendar shall be a 
standing and continuing special order 
during said period.” It is further pro- 
vided that only by unanimous consent 
may any other matter be taken up and 
acted upon. 

Mr. Hardeman, of Jefferson, spoke in 
favor of the rule and urged its neces- 
sity. Mr. Turnipseed, of Clay, op- 
posed it. 

The amendment was adopted, but im- 
mediately Mr. Moss, of Cobb, moved to 
reconsider. He made a spirited speed 
in opposition to the new rule, but the 
motion to reconsider was lost.

Remedy Put Through ra 
Rep. McElreath. 


Fulton County Legislator Intro- 
duces Constitutional Amend- 
ment to Abolish the Justice 
Courts in Towns of Over 

. 50,000 Inhabitants. 


Clipping the claws of justice court) 
evils by abolishing justice courts in 
cities of more than 50,000 inhabitants, 
and substituting other tribunals with 
justices on salaries and with one clerk 
located at the courthouse, is the plan 
of Walter McElreath, representative in 
the general assembly from Fulton 


county. 
Mr. McElreath would accomplish the 


change by constitutional amendment, a 
bill looking toward which end he has 
already introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

Representative McElreath has made 
a special study of the problem of jus- 
tice’ courts, together with the disad- 
vantages and abuses to which The Con- 
stitution has often called attention. 

He is ‘of the opinion that the only 
adequate remedy lies in the creation 
of a system of “inferior judicicatories,” 
with powers so enlarged over those of 
the justice court as to relieve the su- 
perior courts of much trivial litiga- 
tion. 

The Abolishing Amendment. 

Following is the enacting clause of 
the amendment, drawn up by Mr. Mc- 
Elreath, following the ratification of 
swhich, by the people, justice courts in 
cities of more than 60,000 would be 
abolished and tribunals with amplified 
jurisdiction substituted: 

“Be it enacted by the general as- 
sembly of the state of Georgia, and it 
is hereby enacted by authority of the 
same, that article 6, section 7 of the 
constitution of this state be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding to 
paragraph 1 of said section the follow< 
ing words: ‘Provided, however, that the 
legislature may establish in cities of 
over 60,000 population such court, or 
system of courts, and the judges there- 
of, the jurisdiction now conferred by 
this constitution on justices of the 
peace and such other additional juris- 
diction as the legislature mmy enact, 
either as to amount or as to any sub- 
ject matter, of which some other court 
than justice courts have not exclusive 
jurisdiction under this constitution. 
and when such court, or system of 
eourts Tias been established itn any city 
of this state, the justice of the peace 
and notary public, ex-officio justice ef 
the peace courts, and the office of jus- 


officio justice of the peace shall be 
abolished in such city,’ so that said 
section, when amended, shall read as 
follows: ‘There shall be in each mili- 
ia district one justice of the peace, 
rhose official terth, except when elect- 
ed to fill an unexpired term, shall be 
four years; provided, however, that 
the legislature may establish in cities 
of over 59,000 population such court, 
or system of courts as it may see fit, 
and confer on said court or system of 
courts, and the judges thereof, the jfu- 
risdiction conferred by this constitution 
upon justices of the peace and such 
other additional jurisdiction as the leg- 
islature may enact, either as to amount 
or as to any subject matter of which 
some other court than justice courts 
have not exclusive jurisdiction under 
the provision of this constitution, and 
when such court, or system of courts. 
has been established in any city of 
this state, the justice of the peace and 
notary public ex-officio justice of the 
peace courts, and the office of justices 
of the peace, and notary public ex-offi-

Pattersen on the Stand. 

It was in the testimony of W. H. 
Patterson, vice president of the Cen- 
tral Bank and Trust Corporation, that 
information as to the amounts paid to 
Chairman McLendon as profits on the 
Athens street railway bond deal, came 
out. 

The profits on the first transaction, 
$1,312.50, he said, were placed to the 
eredit of Mr. McLendon. He gave these 
profits to Mr. McLendon voluntarily, 
he said, the chairman never having 
made any suggestion as to commissions 
or participation in profits. 

In the case of the second transac~- 
tion the profits amounted to something 
over $180—to be exact, $188.28, which 
were also placed to Mr. McLendon’s 
credit in the same manner. 

The bonds were sold to or through 
F. D. Sullivan, of New York. 

Thinks Law Should Be Changed. 

-In his testimony following his state- 
ment regarding the bond transactions, 
Chairman McLendon said that while 
the owning of street railroad bonds 
by commissioners, was not @ violation 
of the law, he would make it so if 
the matter were left to him, 

In his opinion, he said, no railroad 
commissioner should be permitted te 
deal in the; bonds or stocks of any 
corporation which is under the juris- 


diction of the commission. 
At the same time, he stated that this 
is not now the law, and, therefore, he 


The committee practically concluded 
its work at the morning session with 
the exception of a brief examination of 
Judge James K. Hines in the after- 
noon. and the testimony will be print- 
ed as soon as possible and submitted 
to both houses of the general assem- 
bly. 

The Sullivan Correspondence... 

When the committee met at 10 
o'clock, Chairman McLendon was asked 
if he had procured. the correspondence 
which he had had with F. P. Sullivan, 
of New York, relative to the Wrights- 
Tennille railroad, and 
railroad bonds. He 
to find only 
one letter and one telegram 
from Mr. Sullivan, these relating to 
his inability to place the Wrightsville 
and Tennille bonds. The Western Union 
Telegraph Company had been unable 
to furnish the telegrams on the sub- 
ject, because all telegrams are de- 
stroyed by the company after eight 
months. Chairman McLendon said he 
could give the committee the substance 
of the correspondence from memory. 

Chairman MeLenden on the Stand. 

Chairman McLendon expressed a de- 
sire to go on the stand immediately 
after the committee met, but there was 
some opposition, especially from Mr. 
Wright, of Floyd; Mr. McElreath, of 
Fulton, and others, on the ground that 
Ww. H. Patterson and other witnesses 

ld be heard first. 
ve the vote the committee decided 
by a vote of 8 to 3 to let Chairman 
McLendon take the stand. 

He began by submitting in evidence 
a letter from the editor of The Atlanta 
Journal urging him not to send to the 
Albany Business League the letter re- 
lating to the western freight rate in- 
creases—the letter about which there 
has been so much talk and which was 


never sent.

Gevernor Didn’t Know. 

“My candid opinion is if the gov- 
ernor had known all that had been 
done in the commission, had known all 
the facts, his mind would have been 
changed in regard to many things,” 
Chairman McLendon said. 

In answer to questions, Mr. McLen- 
‘don said Governor Smith never visit- 
ed the railroed commission’s office and 
so far as he was aware, could not have 
known of these matters or have been 
aware of what he and the commission 
were doing.

“Judge Hillyer has stated that the 
panic changed conditions. That was 
One reason I had,” Chairman MclLen- 
don _ said. “Another reason was a 
speech made by Governor Smith in 
Savannah in January, 1908, in which 
he expressed the opinion that it wae 
our duty to see that no step was taken 
which would confiscate the property 
of railroad companies an@ that no rule 
Or regulation should be passed which 
would interfere with their making & 
fair return on the capital invested. 

“Another reason,” Chairman McLen- 
‘don continued, “was that Alabama, 
which had deen trying to get the Geor- 
gia rates for twenty years, enacted 
them in 1907. They were enjoined, and 
today the reasonableness of our own 
rates in Georgia are under test be- 
fore the federal courts of Alabama. 

“Then, too, Governor Smith took 
the position in Washington, ‘D. C, as 
chairman of the committee on resolu- 
tions, that the south required exten- 
sive increases in railroad facilities, and 
it should assure capital coming into 
the south, that it would be safeguard- 
ed by Wise ang conservative laws.” 

Cross-Examined by Wright. 

Mr. Wright questioned the chairman 
in an effort to show that he had op- 
posed resistance to the western freight 
rate increases, Chairman McLendon 
said he had never opposed any such 
action; he was opposed to some of the 
methods suggested for going about it. 

There was no evidence submitted in 
the port rate case, Chairman McLsn- 
don said, to show that it was brought 
in behalf of any other city in the state 
except Atlanta. It was, he said, only 
in behalf of certain Atlanta shippers. 

It was true, Chairman McLendon 
said, that Commissioner Candler offer- 
@€d a motion to put special iron and 
coffee in class rates, which would have 
involved reductions to all interior 
points; but if Commissioner Candler’s 
motion had been adopted, it would have 
been to decide one case when another 
was pending. 

“Did you consider Governor Smith's 
speeches in Savannah and Washington 
as expressing views hostile to those he 
had formerly held regarding rate re- 
ductions?” 

“No,” replied the chairman, “I con- 
sidereg that Governor Smith was sim- 
ply conforming his views to changed 
conditions.” 

“Were you correctly quoted in The 
Constitution when you were said to 
have used the expression ‘port rate 
gold brick?” 

“I cannot say. I no doubt used that 
expression, meaning that any action of 
the railroad commission which would 
enable~half a dozen hardware jobbers 
to double their business would be a 
gold brick to the other fellows; be- 
cause they couldn’t double their Dusi- 
ness without taking it away from 
somebody else.” 

Chairman Corrects Inquisitor. 

Mr. Wright asked Mr. McLendon 
relative to a communication which he 
addressed to the commission, “express- 
ing doubt, to put it mildly,” about 
the advisability of reducing the rates 
on cotton to the ports. 

Chairman McLendon said he had ex- 
pressed no doubt, and insisted that 
Mr. Wright read from the letter, which 
he did. The letter showed that the 
chairman had merely submitted the 
facts it contained as information, and 
specifically stated that he had reached 
no conclusion in the matter. ° 

Mr. Wright asked several questions 
about the letter relating to cotton 
rates, when Senator Calhoun abjected 
that the line of questioning was not 
pertinent to any of the charges. Mr. 
Wright said he wanted to show that 
while the chairman said he had form- 
ed no opinion, his letter was réally 
an argument against reducing the 
cotton rates. 

The committee overwhelmingly de- 
clined to permit Mr, Wright to con- 
tinue the examination on this line, and 
later refused to permit Mr. McLendon 
to make a statement about the letter. 

Mr. Wright asked a few more ques- 
tions, and, apparently dissatisfied 
with the chairman’s replies, remarked 
somewhat testily: 

“I don’t care to examine the witness 
any further.” 

Something was said about the letter 
relating to port rates. 

“The very port rates,” said Mr. 
Wright, “which Mr. McLendon . dis- 
cussed so ably before the campaign.” 

Further discussion of the letter was 
forbidden by the committee, and 
Chairman McLendon tread his state- 
ment as to the bond trangactions. 

Examined as to Prefits. 

When Chairman McLendon had fin- 
ished reading his statement, he was 
examined with regard to the transac- 
tions dealt with.

“Because a commission should not be 
permitted to have an interest in any 
security of any company over which 
the commission has jurisdiction.” 

“Didy’t you do that very thing?” 

“No, sir, I did not. I violated no 
law in spirit or letter. I would make 
that the public policy, however, if I 
were preparing the law.” 

“IT am trying to get at your views 
of the matter,” said Mr. Tuggle. 

“My ideas are the, law ought to pro- 
hibit,” said Chairman McLendon, “but 
it does not prohibit.” 

Mr. McElreath examined the witness 
as to why he didn’t promptly dispose 
of the second batch of bonds to Mr. 
Sullivan inasmuch as:+he had bought 
the first lot. Chairman McLendon 
said he either wrote or wired Mr. Sul- 
livan at the time the second batch of 
bonds was deposited with the bank. 
The final purchaser, he understood, 
wes away on a vacation at the time 
and that resulted in tme delay of the 
firrél sale of them. 

Chairman McLendon said in any 
event he had a perfect right to own 
the bonds under the law, to sell them 
to whom he pleased and to make what- 
ever profit he could on them. 

Asked why he didn’t get the attor- 
ney general's opinion before he gave 
his note to the Central bank, he said 
it was because he didn’t think he need- 
ed it. After he got the attorney gen- 
eral’s opinion, he didn't agree with 
him, he said, but in deference to the 
attorney general’s opinion Chairman 
McLendon said he ordered the bank to 
sell the bonds as soon as possible. 

“The law gives a commissioner the 
option in such a case, even where it is 
a disqualification, either to sgll the se- 
curities or resign. This was not a 
disqualification, but I ordered the 
bonds sold as soon as possible.”’ 

No Questions by Senators, 

It was at this point that Senator 
Burwell, chairman of the joint com- 
mittee, stated that he had always 
doubted theadyisability ofthe senate 
members entering into any examination 
as to the bond transactions, and he 
suggested that whatever ‘questions 
were asked on this subject, should be 
asked by the house members. This 
course was followed in subsequent’ ex- 
@emination as to the bond transactions. 

Patterson Tells of Profits, 

W. H. Patterson, vice president of 
the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion, when sworn, presented some 
documents, including transcripts from 
the records of the bank, relating to the 
purchase and sale of the Athens Street 
Railway bonds, which he had been 
asked to bring. 

“The first batch of $26,000 of the 
bonds of the Athens Street Railway 
Company,” Mr. Patterson said, in mak- 
ing a statement of the matter to the 
committee, “was brought over by one 
of the officers of the company and 
delivered to us. 

“The same day we received Mr. Sul- 
livan’s check for $26,500. gWe had 
paid to the company for the bonds 
$25,187.60, the difference being 
$1,312.50. 

“That @ifference I placed to Mr. 
McLendon’s credit in the bank on May 
18, 1908. That closed-the transaction. 

The Second Transaction, 

“ ransaction took place 
on re en ase. Mr. McLendon told 
me he was satisfied the same profits 
would take the second batch of these 
bonds, amounting to $25,000 par value. 
He said’ the/Athens railway officials 
needed the money in order to push 
their construction work and wanted us

order to keep the transfer in form 
he had better. give us a demand note 

the amount. 
gpm at bonds we held until October 
22, when they were finally sold. Mr. 
McLendon gave us a draft on Mr. Sul- 
livan for $26,000. To the amount of 
the note was added $345.05 interest, and 
we gave Mr. McLendon credit for the 
balance, which amounted to something 
over $180. The transaction passed 


through my department. 

Why He Was Given the Profit. 

‘The reason Mr. McLendon was given 
the benefit of the profit on these trans- 
action,” Mr. Patterson said, “was that 
he found both the buyer and the sell- 
er. What we made out of it was the 
exchange on New York, it being at 
that time at quite a premium, so that 
we were glad to have Mr. Sullivan’s 


check. 

“Some wonder has been 
that I should have given this profit to 
Mr. McLendon. We have been cordial] 
friends for thirty-five years, our ac- 
quaintance dating back to the time 
when my brother, a chap of sixteen, 
thought he had sowed all the wild oats 
he wanted to, and decided to go to 
work. He went to Mr. McLendon’s 
town, became acquainted with him, and 
Mr. McLendon was kind and friendly 
to him. It was then our acquaintance 
began. 

“We had no agency for buying and 
selling bonds, therefore I decided to 
give him the profits. So far as the 
propriety of the matter is concerned, 
you gentlemen are lawyers and know 
»best about that. - 

‘It was a plain business transaction 
and there is nothing about it to con- 


ceal.” 
No-Profit Asked by McLendon. 

Mr. Patterson stated that Mr. Mc- 
Lendon spoke to him about selling 
these bonds with a view to bringing 
foreign capital into Georgia to help 
Governor Smith’s administration. He 
said he had never considered buying 
the bonds himself, because at the time 
in question the bond market was about 
as bad as he had ever seen it. 

“There Was never any question in 
any of our conversations as to whether 
Mr. McLendon would or would not re- 
ceive any profits,” Mr. Patterson said. 

“Have you any knowledge of Mr. Mc- 
‘Lendon’s connection with any other 
railroad securities?” Mr. Wright asked. 

“Not since he has been a railroad 
commissioner,” Mr. Patterson replied, 

“Was the relation of Mr. McLendon 
td those bonds that of owner?” 

. “That phase of the matter never, oc- 
cured to me. We treated the transac- 
tion as if he owned the bonds.” 

“Did you or your bank ever own the 
bonds?” asked Mr. Tuggle, of Troup. 

“T don’t know what construction you!

Chairman McLendon Makes a Statement to the Joint 
Committee in Which He Seeks to Justify 
‘His Actions in Connection With 
Bond Transactions. 


Regarding his transactions in the 
bonds of the Athens Street Railway 
Company in connection with which he 
received profits of about $1,600, Chair- 
man S. G. McLendon, suspended chair- 
man of the raflroad commission, yes- 
terday made the following statement 
to the ‘joint investigating committee; 


“Atlanta, Ga., July 19, 1909.—To the 
Joint Committee: All the information 
which you possess, or which.the public 
possesses, in regard to my efforts to 
help the Wrightsville and Tennille 
railroad and the Athens Street railroad 
to. find buyers for their bonds, is jn- 
formation which IL ve, from time_to 
time, and with déliberate purpose, 
given or caused to be given. I did so 
because I believed the people of Geor- 
gia respect a truthful and an honest 
and a fearless man. 

The Ww, & 7. Bonds. 


“In May, 1908, during the period of 
this effort, I wrote to no one on the 
subject of the Athens street railroad 
bonds, because my principal effort was 
to find a buyer for the Wrightsville 
and Tennille bonds. Having written 
to Mr. Sullivan, of New York, on this 
subject, I sent a verbal message to 
him about the Athens bonds, requesting 
him to see if he could not find a buyer 
for twenty-five bonds, and if so, at 
what price. I received a reply to this 
message that he could find a buyer 
for the bonds at 106. In this situation, 
I went to Mr. Patterson and stated to 
him that the Athens people were of- 
fering these bonds atpar and interest, 
and Mr. Sullivan had offered the price 
above named, but stated to him further 
that, according to my understanding 
of the law, I could neither buy nor sel] 
nor otherwise deal in such securities. 
.-He said that he could and would, and 
accordingly requested me to notify the 
Athens people to deliver the bonds to 
him and to advise Mr. Sullivan that he 
could have the bonds at the offer made. 
These things I did, and Mr. Sullivan 
sent his check to’Mr. Patterson and 
received in return the bonds. 


Received Profit on the Deal. 


“There was no agreement or under- 
standing between Mr. Patterson and 
myself as to what he would do with 
the profit made on this transaction. 
He did not agree then, nor was there 
any discussion on this oint, that he 
would give me the profit he madein the 
purchase and sale of these bonds, but as 
a ms ir of fact, and for reasons which 
Mr. Patterson can atate for himself, 
having bought the bonds at the price 
put upon them by heir owners and 
having sold them at a price which was

Judge Hines Makes Statement. 


At the afternoon session Judge 
James K. Hines, special attorney to the 
railroad commission, was recalled and 
questioned about the bond transac- 
tions.

Judge Hines further stated that 
there was no law which prohibited 
him from dealing in railroad securities 
as Much as he liked, put that he 
would not do so and had not done so 
because he considered it improper. 


May Report Wednesday, 


This concluded the investigation And 
the committee went into executive ses- 
sion briefly. 

It was decided to have the evidence 
prepared in brief Or narrative form, 
printed and submitted to the house 
and senate. 

The committee believes it will be 
able to make report to the general 
assembly by Wednesday, but it may 
be impossible to get the ,evidencé 
printed before Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. 

The resolution adopted by the com- 
mittee in executive session was as fol- 
lows: 

“Resolved, That the evidence to be 
submitte@d by this joint committee to 
the senate and house shall be submit- 
ted in narrative form and printed in 
two entirely distinct and separate sec- 
tions or parts, to-wit: ; 

“One part shall be confined ex- 
clusively to the evidence submitted 
in reference to the goyernor’s mes. 
sage of suspension of June 26, and 
matters cognate or incident thereto. 

“The other part shall be confined ex. 
clusively to the evidence submitted in 
regard to the alleged bond transac- 
tions by’ Mr. MeLendon and others and 
matters cognate or intidental -thereto. 

“Resolved, further, That a .subcom- 
mittee consisting of Secretary MeE)- 
reath, Senator Calhoun and Represént- 
ative Boyd be appointed to rvise 
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offered, Mr. Pattétson did give me his 
profit. 

“It was this incident that brought 
about a discussion in the commission 
room of section 2 of the Candler bill, 
Judge Hines, Judge Hillyer and myself 
agreed that section 2 of the Candler

Wanted to Sell More of Them. 

“My Athens friends told me at this 
time that later they would probably 
want to sell more of these bonds. In 
July, 1908, I took the question up with 
them, and felt so confident that Mr. 
Sullivan would take the bonds that I 
told them they could consider them 
sold. As a matter of fact, they were 
not sold, and Mr. Sullivan could not 
place them, as he explained, because 
the party who had taken the first lot 
was out of the city on his vacation. 
Supposing that this vacation would be 
for a short period, I asked Mr. Patter- 
son if the Central Bank and Trust’ 
Corporation would not take the bonds 
and hold them for:a few days unti] 
Mr.. Sullivan could place them. This 
he agreed to do, and then suggested 
that I make a note for the amount, 
which the bank had paid for the bonds. 
Wishing to keep absolutely within the 
law, and not intending to commit an 
act of disqualification, I wrote the at- 
torney general the next day for his 
Opinion, which has been filed in this 
investigation. I acted on his opinion, 
and requested Mr. Patterson to dispose 
ef the bonds at once. 


Investigated the Law. 


“Not satisfied myself with the opin- 
ion of the attorney general, I} inves- 
tigated for myself, and found that the

“I found further that code _ section | 
1809 provides as Pollows: , 

“‘All citizens are entitled to exer-' 
cise all their rights as such. unless 
Specially prohibited by law? 

“Under these several provisions of 
the law, as well as in section 2 of the 
Candler bill, there was no law specially | 
prohibiting, or in any other way pro-| 
hibiting, a railroad commissioner from | 
being the holder er owner or from be- 
ing otherwise interested in any street 
railroad bonds or stocks, or compress | 
company bonds or stocks, or the stocks! 
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or bonds of any gas company, or of 
any electric light company, or of any 
telegraph or telephone company, 4ll of 
which are subiect to the jurisdietion of 
the commission. My conclusion, there- 
fore, was that I was not in the _ re- 
motest sense, even if I were the owner 
of these bonds, violating any law of 
the state, and thereafter was not dis- 
turbed on the subject of disqualifica- 
tion. 

Not Even Against Public Pelicy. 

“T found further that I was not even 
violating the public policy of the state, 
ibecause the United States court in 2nd 


| Howard had held: 


“"The public policy of a state must 
be ascertained from the constitution 
and by-laws and decisions of the state, 
and not from general consideration of 
the supposed public interests and pol- 
icy of the state beyond what such 
sources of information make known 
to the court.’ 

“I found, further, that jfe Geotgia 
supreme court in 78 Georgia, 440, had, 
after quoting, with approval, 2d 
Howard, said: 

“*As fo what constitutes public policy, 
and as to what contravenes it, is not a | 
question of fact for the jury, but is a 
question of law,to_be determined by 
the court. Any other rule than this 
would lead to confusion and injustice, 
and, instead of settling, would go far 
to unsettle the law upon this subject.’ 

“So my position Was and is that af no 
time, and in no act of mine, have I 
violated either the law of the state 
or the public policy of the state. 


Sold for Account of Plant.

facts within his knowledge with my 
most cordial approval. 

“Any member of the railroad commis. 
s,0oOn can own or can buy and sell 
stocks and bonds of street railway 
companies, gas companies, electric 
light companies, telegraph companies, 
telephone companies and compress 
companies without violating the law. 
|Even if it should be held sthat my con- 
nection with this transaction amounted 
to a disqualification, that disqualifica- 
tion was removed upon the sale of the 
bonds, and this occurred last October. 

“The law on the whole gubject is too 
plain to admit of controversy or dif- 
ference of opinion. The utmost limit 
to which unfriendly criticism could go 
would be to say that I made a mig- 
take, but if I did. it was one which 
had its inception in an effort to help 
aman in political distress who had 
been my friend. If a mistake, it was 
free from any taint of corruption, and 
was hallowed in its birth by as pure a 
purpose of friendship as ever prompt- 
ed human heart.”

Col. Dan Kingman Makes

Recommends Appropriation 
for the Completion of Twen- 

. ty-Six Foot Channel to Sa- 
vannah. | 


Savannah, Ga.,- July 19,—(Special.)— 
Colonel Dan C. Kingman, in his report 
for the year ending June 30, 1909, rec- 
ommends strongly the appropriation of 
$1,500,00 for the complétion of a 26- 
foot channel to Savafinah at mean low 
tide. This work, according to his de- 
tailed report, will, if started at oncé, 
be completed by June, 1914, 
that the abandonment of the project 
as tt stands at present would result 
in the loss of practically every. dollar 
spent here. é 

The river service from Savanpah to 
Augusta, Fernandina and Brunswick 
resulted in the handling of 148,274 tons 
(of freight, valued at $6,926,000. Coast- 
wise steamers carried 224,700 tons of 
freight, valued at $4,949,080,09. Nine 
hundred and forty-one veségels cleared 
from the ‘port: of Savannah dyring 
the year, with a: tonnage of 3,751,087 
tons. The vailte of foreign exports 
was $53,748,092, and the imports $1,- 
448.555. Duties collected here amount- 
ed to $66,382.89. 

On the work between Savanngh and 
Augusta, Colonel Kingman states that 
a 5-foot channel, 80 feet wide, has 
been maintained for the 202 miles that 
the Savannah is navigable. Following 
the survey of 1907, $498,676.05 has been 
expended, 2,164 sm&ags removed, ~- 154 
stumps, 95 legs and 3,198 overhanging 
trees. Considerable dredging has been 
done at the gravel and sand bars. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the work project- 
ed along this line has been finished. 

Dealing with the work at Brunswick. 
the engfmeer'’s report says that 274,- 
294 bales of cotton were exported from 
that port for the year ending June 30, 
1909; 25,863,000 feet of lumber and ties 
shipped; 6,000,000 shingles and 58,458 
barrels of turpentine.
